The house amendment to the inter-state 
commerce bill were non-concurred in, and com- 
mittee of conference (Senators Cullom, Platt 
and Harris) appointed. 

The discussion of the Platt resolution having 
been resumed, Mr. Hiscock, member of the 
sul-eommittee on finance, contributed his 
quota to the tariff bill statements. He said 
congress had been in session since last Decem- 
ber, and republicans in senate owed it to 
themselves, to their party and to their country 
to give to this tariff bill all attention amd -con- 
sideration, necessary to so perfect it that it 
would give expression to the views, to opin- 
ions, toa platform, and to the policy ofa 
party which they represented. e was en 
tirely willieg to sit here from now until No- 
vember in the preparation of that bill. At the 
very earliest moment that it could be prepared 
he would favor its report to the senate, 
if itshould be the will of congress to remain 
in session so long; but he was entirely unwil- 
ling to be crowded into greater speed and into 
a hasty consideration that might force upen 
the country an illy-prepared and _ illy-consid- 
ered bill. The committee on finance would be 
able to bring a perfect bill before the senate, 
butit would not be today’ or tomorrow. He 
intimated that it would reduce the revenue 
quite as much as the Mills bill proposed; but 
that it would do so by reduction of internal 
revenue taxes. As to import duties, some 
would be reduced and some increased. 

Atthe close of Mr. Hiscock’s remarks, Mr. 
Platt’s resolution was adopted. 

A very bitter and acrimonious personal col- 
loquy here took place between Messrs. Payne 
and oat in respect to Mr. Hoar’s suggestion 
that Secretary Whitney was a representative 
in cabinet of the Sthndard Oil company, Mr. 
Payne alluded to Mr. Hoar as disingenious, 
and Mr. Floar characterized Mr. Payne’s style 
as more in keeping with a grog shop than the 
senate.

A Telegram From the Surgeon-General— 
Routine Work. 


WASHINGTON, September 14.—In the house 
Mr. Dougherty, of Florida, obtained unani- 
mous consent to have read a telegram received 
by Mr. White, of New York, from Surgeon- 
General Hamilton, .and it is dated “Camp 
Perry, September 13th,’’ and is as follows: 

This camp is getting in a splendid condition, and 
safe and sure outlet is now provided from Florida 
infected points to the north. There is no sickness 
among refugees here.

Finding it impo:J 
sible to secure action om the report to-day, Mr, 
Forney withdrew it.

“Fellow ‘Democrats and Fellew-Citizens: 
Next after being taxed to death, the most <is- 
tressful and lingering fate which can befall a 
people,is being talked to death: and if you 
were not the most patient and enduring people 
on this earth, there would be no reason in m 
talking to you. 

‘Parties are not like wearing apparel, to be 
cast aside at a moment’s notice, but are rather 
like crutches on which the people lean for sup- 
port.

TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION. 


Eight Hundred Lives Lost—The Total Loss 
Will Reach 81,500,000. 
‘Havana, September 12, via Key West.— 
Every paperin the city continues to receive 
detailed accounts from its correspondents in 
interior of the island, showing that the first 
reports of damage done by the recent harri- 
cane were not exaggerated in some localities 
along the coast. -A fishing village was swept 
away tat Sagua. One hundred corpses have 
been discovered which were washed from 
graves and it is believed that as many more 

are in the mangrove bushes. 

Between Carapachen and Carahars 16 coast- 
ing schooners are high and dryin the woods, 
damaged to such an extent that they will be 
a total loss. At Isabella de Sagua dead bodies 
continue to be found along the beach, while 
many were washed into the sea and others are 
in the mangroves. Fish were killed in vast 
numbers. Hundreds cattle were drowned in 
the river, and their putrid carcasses now en- 
danger the health of the city. 

At Santo Domingo city the dead exceed 50 
and the injured over 75. At Layo Franeis a 
lighthouse was blown down and the- inmates 
were drowned, and two large unknown vessels 
were wrecked. At Carbarien the loss of life 
was large. Of forty-six natives known to 
have perished, fhe bodies of but five have 
been recovered. 

The government has sent steam launches 
with clothing and provisions for the destitute. 
In Vuelta Arriba and Vuelta Abago districts 
the ruin is complete. The cane fields were 
laid fiat. 

It is estimated that the sugar crop will fall 
short of last year’s yield over sixty percent. 
In Vuelta Abago Semilleres, fields of tobacco 
were completely destroyed and warehouses 
wherein leaf tobacco was stored were de- 
molished and the tobacco completely ruined. 
The number of dwellings, buts and outhouses 
blown down in this district is estimated at 
3,500, and the: loss at $1,500,000. The entire 
fruit and vegetable crop is completely 
lost; which must entail much distress. The 
total number of deaths throughout the islands 
is stated at 800. The bodies of seven of the 
crew, including that of the commander, lost in 
the ill-fated gunboat, Lealtad, at Balaban, 
have been reeovered. Efforts are being made 
to raise the vessel.

Jacksonville Suffers the Loss of 
Two Prominent.Citizens. 


PROGRESS OF THE TERRIBLE SCOURGE 


The Day in the Stricken City+The Situation 
in Decatur—Ald Fronr All Seetions 
~McClentiy'’s Panie. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 14:—{Spe- 
cial.}|—This has been. the saddest: day in the 
history of the Jacksonville epidemic, The 
general gloom is made intense by the grief:at 
the loss of several of our very best citizens:

His influence asa lawyer was great, 
owing to his ability and the fact that he would 
never argue a case that he didnot conscien- 
tiously believe to be just and proper. 

Hon. H. A. L’Engle was one of the most 
active and public-spirited citizens, a near rela- 
tive of Fleming, aman devoted to principle, 
and of sterling integrity. Both died of yellow 
fever near the same hour.

THE ALABAMA BITUATION. 
Direct Report From Dr. Jerome Cochran-< 
Montgomery's Quarantine. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 14.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The yellow fever scare in ee owe 
continues at a high pitch.

Memphis Never Healthier. 

Memruis, Tenn., September 14.—[Special.) 
Many telegrams have been received hére from 
eastern and western cities asking if it is trae 
that yeliow fever had developed in Memphis, 
To all such inquiries replies have been eme 
platically ‘“‘no.’’ Neither is there any’ grave 
apprehensions for the visitation of the dreaded 
scourge. Memphis has suffered too much in 
the past to cause her to lessen the vigilance 
necessary to keep the disease from entering 
her limits. 

The city council, yesterday afternoon at a 
general meeting, adopted and put in force the 
most stringent quarantine regulations. Every- 
thing is being done to protect the lives of the 
people, not only of the city but of the Migsis- 
sippi valley to the south, who look to Memphis 
for precaution. If a case should develop here, 
the fact would be promptly noted through the 
associated press, and until such publication fs 
made the outside world should respect the as- 
sertion that Memphis was never healthier than 
at present. 

Professor Proctor’s Case, 

New Yor«, September 14.—The board of 
health held a prolonged session today with 
closed doors. It is well understoced that there 
was a long discussion concerning the treatment, 
medical and hygienic, of the late Professor 
Richard A. Proctor. It has reached the ears 
of President Dayliss that certain physicians 
have criticized the action of the board in this 
case. Proctor was removed from the hotel in 
a drenching rain. He had already been two 
days and athalf in the hetel suffering from the 
disease. All the mischief had been done, if any 
so far as the other guests were concerned, and 
it would liave made matters no worse by leav- 
ing him there until the storm was over. Cold 
or dampness is said to quickly terminate the 
life of a patient so affected.

A Detective on the Track ofa 
Notorious Thief. 

A Negro Excursion From. Albany—A Suit 
for Eight Thousand Dollars—Side- 
walk Echoes onals

Macoy, September 14.—[Special.]—Detect- 
ive G W. Shackleford got in some of his fine 
work this morning. By degrees the lines are 
tightening around Charlie Dickson, the white 
robber and safe blower, and his negro accom- 
plice, Bob Redding, and unless they are very 
sharp, they will soon be in prison where the 
alleged wife of Bob Redding now is. These 
columns for the past few days have contained 
accounts of safe blowings and store robberies a 
Smarr’s Station and Fliovilla, and the efforts 
made to capture Dickson and Redding. The 
part figured by the colored wi maw, Annie Tid- 
well has also been fully represefited. 

Last night Detective Shackelford again went 
out into the country in the neighborhood of 
Stinsonville and Unionville, on a reconnoiter- 
ing tour, and learned that Ella 8. Thomas, 
the wife of Bob Redding, would leave Macon 
this morning with atrunk. The shrewd de- 
tective determined to keep a sharp lookout and 
intended following the woman step by step 
from her house, near the Crump place, near 
Vineville, to the town of her destination, 
wherever it might be in the United States, for 
he thought where she went Dickson and Red- 
ding would soon appear. Shackelford returned 
to the city ata late hour last night, resolving 
to go this morning and keep a watch on Ella 
Thomas’s movements. 

Detective Shackelford received a telegram 
last night from Captain E. H. Couch, of At- 
lanta, stating that he would arrive in Macon 
en route to Sandersville to testify in the case 
of Jesse Robson, the defaulting tax collector 
of Washington county. This morning early 
Detective Shackelford asked Captain Couch 
to go with him in a buggy to Ella Thomas’s, 
andon nearing the house they hid in the 
woods, where a good view of ali that was going 
on could be seen. Presently & wagon was seen 
to drive up to the house, and the driver went 
in and got a trunk and put it on the wagon, 
and Ella Thomas also came out the house and 
sat on the trunk, and the team was then driven 
down the Vineville road into Washington 
avenue, followed at convenient distance by 
Detective Shackelford and Captain Couch in 
the buggy. The wagon proceeded slowly, so 
when the Wesleyan Female college was 
reached, Captain Couch got out of the buggy 
and walked down to the depot, beingina 
hurry to take the 10:35 train for Sandersville, 
and Detective Shackelford wishing to follow 
the woman. The wagon went out of Wash- 
ington ayenue into Poplar street, and when 
the First Baptist church was reached, Ella 
Thomas jumped off the wagon, and she walked 
on towards the depot, while the wagon pro- 
ceeded with the trunk. Detective Shackel- 
ford was surprised at this unexpected maneu- 
ver, but as the city barracks was nearing in 
sight, perhaps, the shrewd woman feared the 
police might recognize her, and seeing her 
with the trunk, have their suspicion aroused, 
and she might be arrested. She had doubtless 
been well instructed by Bob Redding. 

Detective Shackelford fully. expected the 
woman to go to the union depot and take 
a train, but he was treated to another surprise. 
Instead of going to the depot she entered the 
express oftice with the trunk. Detective 
Shackelford followed immediately behind her 
and demanded to know what she intended 
doing with the trunk. She said that the trunk 
belonged to her and contained clothing which 
she intended expressing to her daughter in 
Charlotte, N.C. Detective Shackelford took 
charge of the woman and trunk, and asked 
Lieutenant Wood to have her carried to the 
barracks, where she now is. 

On opening the trunk it was found laden 
with stolen goods. Much of the stuff was 
recognized as goods that had been taken from 
the store of RK. Hill & Co., at Smarr’s 
station, on the occasion Of the recent robbery. 
Among the articles were shoes bearing the 
stamp of Coleman, Burden &  Solo- 
mon, the same that were _ stolen 
from Hill & Co. In the trunk was a miscel- 
laneous collection of ¢ry goods, fine silk gloves, 
dresses, collars, etc., all of which was compar- 
atively new and had been stolen. 

Elia Thomas is a mulatto, about forty years 
old. She has never been married to Bob Red- 
ding. She joined him at Austin, Texas, some 
time last spring and went to New Orleans and 
then came to Macon last July. She rented a 
house from Mr. Crump, where she has been 
living since her arrival from New Orleans. 
She told the reporter at the barracks today 
that yesterday aftrrnoon Bob Redding told her 
toship the trunk to her daughter at Charlotte, 
N. C., and then write her to be on the lookout 
for the trunk and keep it until he came. She 
said that her daughter knew nothing about 
the trunk or its contents. 

She was asked when she last saw Bob Rea- 
ding, and said that he came to the woods this 
morning near her house, about six o’clock and 
told her to be certain to ship the trunk today. 
He further said that he intended taking the 
woods and go off onatrip. Ella says Bob did 
not tell her where he was going, and she does 
not know where he is, it having been reported 
that Redding had not been shot in the leg at 
the t me|>. th» Flovilla robbery and fiight. The 
reporter asked her if such was true,

more than I know. He told me this morning 
that he was going to tramp through the woods, 
and I don’t think he could do much tramping, 
if he was shot in the leg.’’

company), 918 miles, 

Interesting Figures. 

Poor's Manual has the following interesting 
information of the railroads ot the country; 

“The returus from the sonth for 1887, when con- 
sidered in connection with the remarkable activity 
now being exhibitedin all branches of “industrial 
enterprise In that section, apparently indicate that 
the long expected era of ao erity which has brea 
BO confidenuy predicted for those states is approach- 
ing. In 1887 the mileage of railroads in operation

Bavispe andthe headwaters of the Yaque river.

country. 

Flipper has turned out to be a first-class engineer 
and mining expert, and hasa more promising fu- 
ture before him thanif he had remained in the 
army. His opinions on mining in- 
vestments are treated with the _ greatest 
consideration by capitalists and investors, He says 
that the discoveries*made by him last year for the 
Sonora Land company in the neighborhood of

THE CONDITION OF TRADE. 


Dun & Co,’s Weekly Review Shows a Steady 
Improvement, 


New Yorx, September 14.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s review of trade for the week says: The week 
has been one of further improvement in business, 
notwithstanding some disturbance in the specula- 
tive markets. The passing of the dividend by the 
St. Paul caused a fall in stocks and the government 
crop report a fall in wheat, while the export trade, 
though improving, continues small. But the vol- 
ume of legitimate business is large and increasing 
and there is improvementin productive industries. 
The crop report was so much lessgloomy than other 
recent accounts that it caused a tallof 3% cents in 
wheat and 314 cents in oats, with corn half a cent 
lower. Estimates based upon the report differ as 
usual, but the figures, whether correct or not, appear 
to indicate a total yield of 415,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, which, with a large surplus of 51,000,000 
bushels irom the previous years, would meet ali re- 
quirements, é 

The monthly statement of furnaces In blast shows 
an output of 125,966 tons of pig iron weekly, an in- 
crease of 657 tons for month and prices nevertheless 


‘are well maintained witha stiffening at Philadel- 


hia and Pittsburg. The southern production gains 
coxsie and demand for bar and other manufactured 
iron improves, but in steel railsthereisno change 
for the better, 

The cotton statement also shows thatthe con- 
sumption in manufacture has been 4 per cent 
larger than for the previous ears with 
a considerable increase in spindles at the 
south. In wool menfacture their is no 
new signs of improvement. Once more reports 
from interior points are uniformly encouraging, 
both as to volume of business and as to the mone 
market. The supply is at all points said to be sufh- 
cieut for legitimate trade, and connections are fair 
or improving a little. At New Orleans it is thought 
that the injury to cotton has been generally exag- 
rerated; at Kansas City the recent rains are held to 
1ave dispelled all fears as to the corn crop of that 
region; and Omaha reports very good crops. The 
heavy frost at Milwaukee injured some crops, but 
the tenor of local advices forthe past week is al- 
most uniformly favorable, 

The volume of business, measured by the bank 
exchanges, is larger than last year by 10 per cent 
outside of New York, though smaller by 4% r 
cent here, The passing of dividend by 8t. Paul has 
not been unexpected, but it couvinces the public 
that the losses of western roads because of the Inter- 
state act have been far heavier than speculators 
have represented orinvestors believed. In conse- 
quence, considerable selling on forei account 
immediately appeared, which might ea®lly go far 
enough to prove serious. Export trade still falls far 
behind last year’s. Preliminary statements for 
August ot breadstuffs and cotton, provisions, dairy 
products and oil aggregate only $27,445,115, 
against $35,673,250 last year, a decline of 23 
per cent. For two weeks ot September New York 
exports show a decrease of 7 per cent, while im- 
ports here increased 13 per cent. No financial 
disturbance occurs as yet, though the rite of in- 
terest has been rapidly advanced. The _ treasury 
purchased over $3,000,000 more bonds Thursday, 
and has paid out for the week $1,000,000 more 
than it has taken in. 

But it is an unwelcome fact that failures for 
the two weeks have been for us 384 against 317 
last year. Business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last week number, for the 
United States 190, and for Canada 27. Total, 217 
against 224 last week.

Give the Facts as to Our Financial Condition. 


Eprrors Constitution: Tas ConstiTu- 
TION is recognized as the best newspaper in Ge. gia, 
because it gives the news, the happenings and the 
facts from the whole civilized world, Yon may 
and do differ sometimes with many of your readers 
on public questions, but you do not refuse to give 
them the facts, or the opinions of those with whom 
the party or the south may differ. Lappeal to you 
to present three or four authoritative utterances 
from an exalted position, and ask you if the dis- 
cre pancies may not be reconciled, for the situation 
is what you might term “muddled,” without some 
reliable explanation or balancing of figures ou this 
subject, 

On Augst 29th, during a debate in the senate, it 
was disclosed that our national expenditures for 
the present year were within nineteen millions of 
the estimated revenues from all sources. Mr. Beck, 
of Kentucky, a member of the senate finance com- 
mittee and a tariff reform southern democrat, was 
inclined to dispute the account, but when the tables 
were scanned and the official report examined 
fully, he aGmitted the fact and told the senate 
“every department of the government should 
thank the chairman of the committee for his abso- 
lute fairness and justice in appropriating sufficient 
money to carry on these severab departments.” 
Therefore it was unquestioned in the senate, all 
parties concurring that we had appropriated all the 
estimated resources of the United States»for the 
present year, except nineteen millions. Congress 
not having adjourned, the expense multiplying by 
the day and the hour, how long will it take to con- 
sume the nineteen millions? 

On the same day it was disclosed that the balance 
of trade is now running against us at the rate of 
forty millions and upward, in this present year. In 
other words, we are spending over forty millions 
more than we have produce or manufactures to pay 
for. Our exports were shown to be -$742,368,822, in 
the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1888, and our im- 


- ports for the same time $783,217,799. The difference 


represents the balance of trade. In this is included 
all the gold and silver bullion sent out or brought 
in. For the month of July, 1888, it was also shown 
that we exported $45,267,938, while we imported 361,- 
$29,461, an expense of $16,061,523, over and above 
what we sent goods abroad to pay for. If that rate 
is kept up for twelve months on the 30th June, 1889, 
we will havea balance of trade against the United 
States of nearly $200,000,000, These facts you Can 
find for yourself in the Congressional Record, dated 
August 29th, 1888, page 8847. 

In the year 1879 the balance of trade in our favor 
amounted to $269,000,000. Since the panic of 1873, 
it has run that way, until last year, when it turned 
against us. Up to 1873, it had been running against 
us, asit is doing now. For the figures I refer you 
to the Congressional Record of same date. On 
September 5th, 1887, Mr. Plumb, of Kansas, and Mr. 
Reagan, of Texas, made a review of our national 
bank condition as applied to the present condition 
of our finances—controlled by the government— 
and it owas revealed that the govyern- 
ment was retiring greenbacks and contracting 
the currency toa great extent—that Mr. Manning 
advocated such a policy in his first report and it had 
been the policy of Secretary Fairchild, Mr. Plumb 
asked Mr. Reagan, in view of such policies, who 
was responsible? Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, arose and 
used these words: “Now atthis crisis, when money 
is contracted—with the administration advocating 
further contraction—when prices are lower than 
they have been in a hundred years—when the 
western farmsare covered with mortgages—when 
the loss of our circulating medium would be fatal— 
with England and the world to throw their surplus 
in here again—and the senator contemplates with 
complacency the picture that is here betore him of 
inevitable bankruptcy.”’ 

Business is business, and money will take alarm 
quicker than anything in the known-world. With 
this ‘‘money trust’? in full blast, and the whisky 
trust—the cotton bagging trust, the sugar trust and 
Standard Oil trust keeping pace,isit not time for 
our people to consider thesigns inthe financial 
zodiac? 

On the other hand, we find the following in the 
last report of the secretary of the treasury: 

THE SURPLUS, 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—The heavy purchase 
of United States bonds last week caused a marked 
decline in the treasury surplus, which fell off from 
$: 10,000,000 last Monday to $105,950,000, as stated in 
the treasurer’s statement today. 

In less thana week the secretary réduced the 
surplus nearly seyen millions—leaving $1(3.950,000 
in the treasury on Monday, the 10th of the present 
month. On August 29th, 1888, (less than two weeks 
previous), Mr. Betk told the semate: (You will find 
his words:in the Record of that date.) ‘“‘We bave no 
bonds we can buy with it, (the surplus,) except at a 
high premium, * * * We have the sinking 
fund, which everybocdy knows, can only be 
applied to the purchase of bonds, This $50,000,000, 
so-called a sinking fund, is as much surplus as any 
other money.”’ If words stand for anything, we 
have $50,000,000 in the treasury, beside the one 
hundred millions which are guarding national 
bank deposits—lyingidle at this time—neither of 
which can be touched unless for specified puposes, 
and Mr. Beck is the authority. 

Finally, we come to the president’s letter of ac- 
ceptance, dated September 6th; and which has 
thrilled the country because of the relief it oflers in 
this financial problem, with so many diverse state- 
ments from high authority to perplex and be- 
wilder us. 

OUR CONDITION, 

And yet this is our condition. We are annually 
collecting, at our Ccustombouses and by means of our 
internal revenue taxation, Many millions in excess 
of all legitimate public needs. As a consequence, 
there now remains in the national treasury a sur- 
plus of more than one hundred and thirty millions 
of dollars, 

The president declares there were one hundred 
and thirty millionsin the treasury on September 
8th of surplus money. Secretary Fairchild deciares 
there were only $103,950,000 on the 10th, and Secre- 
tary Fairchild is the president’s apyointee. But it 
has been somewhere stated that $25,000,000 lie in 
the treasury of fractional silver coin, which the 
secretary ‘‘does not count,” and which the presi- 
dent probably counted. Somebody should count 
$26,000,000, and I thank President Cleveland for so 
doing. But remember, Mr, Beck told the senate 
and the country these bonds could only be paid by 
the sinking fund, which is always a surplus, except 
for bond-paying, and the situation is as much mud- 
died to my vision asever. Give usa little light on 
these facts, Messrs. Editors. ANXIOU3 READER,

Panic Among the Kefugees on Announce- 
iment of One of Their Number 
Being Sick—On the Train. 


On tHe TRAIN, September 14.—Never da 
man take a ghastlier ride than Tus Constr. 
TUTION correspondent took when he left the 
Union depot with the train of yellow fever 
refugees from Florida. 

The stop in Atlanta, the serving of lunches, 
the excitement of the city, seemed to have in- 
fected the crowd, and from the moment the 
train pulled out of the depot it was apparent 
that Dr. Guiteras had lost contro] of the 
crowd. Men and women were nervous to an 
uncontrollable degree. <A half dozen stronger 
spirits would organize on each car and practi- 
cally take charge of it. Ifa passenger com- 
plained of feeling unwell, there was au instant 
demand forhim to be put off the train, In 
two cases this demand would have been en. 
forced by main hn, a but for the determin. 
ation of twoor three humane and determined 
men. In one cara woman was taken witha 
chill, which ivafew moments was succeeded 
by fever. She was immediately taken from 
one car into another, and the car she was 
pene from was barricaded and no one 
allowed to go out or in. This trick was soon 
discovered, and as the rumor passed that thera 
were sick people on this car, a quarantine waa 
immediately established in every other car. 
The consequence was that before the train 
reached the Carolina line every car was prac- 
tically barricaded against every other car, and 
there was quarantine all along the line. Hay- 
ing been locked up for nearly two days and 
nights, without sleep, excited by the fears of 
the plague, hungry and thirsty, it is remarka-. 
ble that there were not actual tragedies enact- 
ed on the train. 

A lady who was about to be confined, and 
who was in great mental and physical suffer- 
ing, was by order of the physician put off at 
White Sulphur Springs station, it having been 
declared the fatigue of travel and the jolting 
of cars endangered her life. 

A curious and ludicrous effect was pro 
duced at almost every station. The crowd of 
loafers that usually hang about depots came 
peering about the car windows to investigate 
the train. Upon being informed that it was 
the yellow fever train, they fled like sheep, 

and asthe contagion spread, one could see 
from the car window, whole villages scudding 
around corners, and taking for the woods, as 
the dread train moved its slow. and ghastly 
length along. At Westminster, or near West- 
minster, S. C., four of the passengers on the 
train were missing. It was presumed that in 
some way they had escaped from the car after 
the train had pulled out, and took their 
chances by a jump from the cars and a dash 
into the woods. 

CURIOUS BEHAVIOR AT HENDERSONVILLE. 

A very strange thing was done upon the 
arrival of the refugees at Hendersonville. Dr. 
Guiteras removed all restraint upon reaching 
this point. There was no quarantine estab- 
lished, and the excursionists who had been so 
carefuily guarded all the way from Floridato 
this point, were at liberty to go where they 
pleased. There being no quarantine against’ 
Hendersonville and no quarantine here, there 
is nothing to prevent the four hundred refa- 
gees, seven of whom are down with the fever, 
going where they please. They are scattering 
widely, 

When the train load of yellow-faced, gaunt 
and nervous refugees were dumped at Hender- 
sonville’s gates a scene was witnessed which 
rivaled the most affecting scenes of war times. 
Men who, inthe rush at Jacksonville, had 
been separated from their families, hustled 
into cars and Jocked up, and who had made 
the entire trip without knowing whether or 
not their families were on board, upon being 
given their freedom rushed madly from one 
group to anotherin the too frequently vain 
search for their loved ones, until, worn out and 
completely undone from loss of sleep and 

nervous prostration, they sank to the ground 
unable to go farther, and remainedthere until 
the relief committee which had been organized 
by the citizens carried them to the hospitable 
homes of some of the villagers where they 
-were cared for. Mothers with babes in their 
arms, and children clinging to their knees, as 
they cried for food and water and a restin 
lace, were vainly searching among the crow 
or missing husbands. Children were search- 
ing for parents and parents for children. It 
took the whole day to get the refugees com fort- 
able quartered and this was not accomplished 
until long lines of tents had been pitched in 
every part of the town. Hendersonville is a 
village of about two thousand inhabitants, is 
mountainous and is scattered over a large ter- 
ritory. The burden of taking care of so many 
people, when undertaken by so small a town, 
can be better imagined than described. The 
patients are being cared for by competent 
nurses, and the citizens are doing everything 
in their power to provide for the refugees. 
There are nine cases of yellow fever developed ' 
up to date and two suspects, as follows: Con- 
valescing, F. H. Page, Mrs. Howard, 
Mrs. Douglass, W. T. Clark (colored), 
child of Mrs. Brotherton; doing well, Dave 
Frank, W. A. Page, H. Granger; dangerously , 
ili, C. A. Young; suspected, H. Murphy anda 
stranger. The refugees say they will never 
forget the big hearts of the people of Hender- |; 
souville. Colonel McGillis chairman of the’ 
relief committee, which meets twice a day. 

Thore is great complaint at Hendersonville. 
A citizen said to-day. *‘It was thought that in 
offering a place of refuge that perhaps a score} 
or so of well-to-do men, with their families who 
desired to spend @ month or two away from; 
Florida would. come to Hendersonville, and’ 
that the city would establish itself as a health; 
resort, and a pleasant place, and atthe same 
time get a reasonable protit out of the matter. | 
It never expected to become the damping, 
place for whole train loads of temporary; 
paupers averaging perhaps not a dollar ahe , 
one-third of them negroes, and all saddle 
on the community for at least two moenthsi’ 
Hendersonville is willing todo her share, as 

other cities do, but this partakes of the nature’ 
of an outrage.

Code, sec, 1334, 
says: “No election shall be defeated 
for non-compliance with the re,uirements of the 
law, if held at the proper time and place, by per. 
sons qualified to hold them, ifit isnot shown that 
by that non-compliance the result is different from 
what it would have been had there been proper 
compliance.” Wasit “shown” to the committee 
that the use of carriages changed the result? No- 
body believes that, or contends for it. Remember 
the word is “shown’’ not guessed at, but established 
by proof. 

How does it look then for our committee to set 
aside an election that cou/d not be set aside if it had 
been one provided by expressed law? 

I, for one, think the committee had no right to 
make the rule against the use of carriages, any 
more than they would have had the right to make 
a rule that no one should vote unless they came {to 
the voting places in carriages. Besides, I 
see no impropriety in carriages being sent for voters 
who from bad health, distance from the polls, in- 
ability to spare the time, or otber causes, can’t get 
to yote unless brought in carriages and therefore 
think the ruie a mistake. 

Then again itis a well settled principle of law 
thatconsent does away with the law, and as the 
candidates agreed to bire carriages and ihey are 
more interested in the result than anybody is, it 
seems to me that the rule ceased to have any bind- 
ing effect, if it evér had any.

A Jersey Bull Attacks Judge 
Strong. 


A Desperate Struggle of Half an Hour—The 
Jadge's Tight Grip Saves His Life 
~A Neighbor's Timely Aid, 


Judge Strong owns a farm near the Air-Line 
railroad, about nine miles from Atlanta. It is 
an attractive pees and he is fond of spending 
& day there whenever hecan spare the time. 

Day before yesterday he was at his farm and 
er a thrilling adventure with a young Jersey 


“This was the closest call,” said he, “that I 
ever had; the narrowest escape of my life. I 
was actually facing death for at least twenty- 
five mimutes. When I think- about it now I 
shudder and cold chills run down my spinal 
column, Oh! it was fearful, I tell you.” 

‘‘Tiow did it happen ?” 

“I had been in the corn field where the 
hands were pulling fodder. I thought I’d 
walk over to the turnip patch, some distance 
away. I was alone, and sauntered along 
leisurely toward the pasture. It was only a 
short while before noon. I went at least half 
& mile from the corn field and turned through 
a small wood into the pasture, where my cat- 
tle were grazing. I stopped to look at them. 
I have a fine Jersey bull about sixteen months 
old, which weighs some five hundred pounds. 
He had before shown signs of an evil disposi- 
tion, but I did not fear him: All of a sudden 
he grew very mad, and then, for the first time, 
i realized what a vicious fellow he was. He 
was so near me that I had no chance to get 
away. Before I knew his intentions he had 
given me a furious butt, which knocked 
me flat upon the ground. He 
snorted and made another lunge at me, My 
first impulse was to rise to my feet and run, 
but in a second I dismissed this from my mind 
and decided upon different tactics. I knew 
the bull would have much less chance to gore 
me while I lay fiat upon the ground, so I turned 
over and awaited the attack. In a moment I 
was raised by the bull four or five feet. This 
proved a lucky thing for me. I managed to 
catch the bull’s short horns, and I held on for 
dear life. He made desperate attempts to 
break my grip, but I knew my life depended 
on my ability to hold my grip.” 

“Why didn’t you call for help ?”’ 

e “*W hy, I yelled so loud that they heard me 
half amileoff. As soon as they heard my 
cries one of the men hurried to my assistance. 
I held tight to the bull’s horns, his head being 
bent down and less than twelve inches from my 
face. I stared him out of countenance. I have 
often read, about the power of the human 
eye on brutes, and I tested it on that mad bull. 
I fancy, however, that my escape is to be 
ascribed tomy powerful grip and not to the 
power of my eye. To face an enraged bull is 
not pleasant.’’ 

“How did you escape ?”’ 

“One ofthe men came to my assistance. 
He took a heavy piece of lightwood and 
lammed the animal till he showed signs of 
weakening. Then I turned loose my hold and 
the bull ran away. I never felt so relieved in 
all my life. I knewI had been rescued from 
the very jaws of death and I felt thankful for 
my salvation. My nervous system sustained a 
shock it will not recover from in many a day.

@ tise in the financial history of the country, espe- 
Claliy the cotton states, when the ‘‘farinets” should 
assert tbe full measuse of their (rue manhood, how 
is the tia. Their credit, their homor and future 
etantling all are at stake. It is im their power today 
to brifig financial ruin and bankruptcy upon the 
whole country These farm are too 
sei-evident’ to need argument. No tah 
tan doubt thet their credit is involved; 
mor that their honor is pledged to sustein 
gee pe flor that their future standing and wel 
fare are Nependent upon them now, in good faith 
meeting their promised obligations, even in the face 
of flagrant injustice, bei ing practiced agen them by 
this grasping monsier, known as the “bagging 
trust.” It is an injustice meriting tne righteous in- 
dignation of every bonest man; pecauseit is in the 
truest sense “blood money’ ‘wrenched from the ne- 
att alfead? impoverished and toiling 
cotton crop contributes 
about £200,000, 000 to the angual 
trade andexportsof theeountry, and were the 
farmers to withhold this crop now, ns they rtaight 
do, it would produce financial ruin throughout the 


whole country, carrying wide spread di-e-ter im its 


tgain, which would be feitin every part of the civ- 
ilized world. These are plain, unvarnished facts, 

w, does any man, or business commuus, enter- 
tain. one single doubt as to the action ef the farmers 
under suoh trying circumstances. 

Then be those doubts, here and now, forever ban-

No, ‘not by a.jug 
full.’ Our locai merchants should reabize thaf in 
this Case some sacrifice is due from them. There is 
and should be a reciprocity of interest and purpose 
as between the two—a nmiutual benefit to each ovher, 
They most rise or fall together. Now, this ‘‘trust,’ 
like a loathsome anaconda, is, week by week.
